Officer Lutz told the citizen to leave 
the bear alone and he would retum to 
the forest. 

Soon afterward, another caller said 
that traffic had scared the bear back to- 
ward town. 

Ai 8 a.m., the DNR received a call 
from the sheriffs office saying that the 
bear was seen in the town. 

Dennis Wallace, dispatcher from 
the sheriffs office, said at 7:59 some- 
one walked into the court house, say- 
ing that the bear was on the front lawn. 
They received uwee or four more calls,

G.R.A. needs half mill 
approved to stay in business

Alter nearly 20 years of service, the 
livelihood of the Grayling Recreational 
Authority and the entertainment it 
provides for Crawford County citi- 
Zens is MN joopardy. 

On Aug. 6 ,Crawford County ciu- 
zens will vote on a new one-half mil- 
lage to fund the Grayling Recreational 
Authority (G. R. A.). 

The old millage of one-fourth mill 
recenuy expired. Befare then, funds 
for the activiues were provided by 


indivikiual fees and the millage tax. 
Each citizen was taxed $25 for every 
home valued at $50,000. This means 
that the millage provided approxi- 
mately $70,000 for the G. R. A.’s 
$300,000 budget in 1995. 

Cindy Olson, recreation program 
coordinator, said they can’t run with- 
out the millage money. 

If the vote in August passes, the

If the millage fails, the G. R. A. 
board must decide if it will continue, 
and if so, how it will be funded. 

Neal Michal, G. R. A. board presi- 
dent, said “I haven’! any reason to 
think it won't pass.”

The bad thing when your self-em- 
ployed, is insurance, Nancy said.

After being diagnosed with cancer, 
insurance companies require that you 
go so bong without cancer before you 
can be covered. Brock was within 
Uuee weeks of meeting the insurance 
companies requirement when he was 
diagnosed in 1995, 

Cancer is described in terms of four 
Stages. The first stage means there is 
a small tumor present. The second 
Stage means that the tumor is small, 
and has spread to the lymph nodes, or 
the tumor is large and not in the lymph 
nodes, The third stage refers to any 
size tumor in which lymph nodes are 
involved and has spread to the sur- 
rounding tissue. 

Brock's cancer is in the fourth stage, 
which means that the cancer has spread 
of metastasized to the liver, lungs, 
brain or bone marrow. 

According to an article in the BMT 
Newsletier, once breast cancer has 
spread or metastasized to the liver, 
lungs, brain or bone marrow, it is 
usually not considered curable. BMT 
stands for bone marrow transplant. 

A month after being diagnosed with 
cancer, Brock fell off the roof of a pole 
bam while working. He broke his hip 
asaresult of the fall. Three weeks ago, 
Brock was able to get off his crutches.

The chair behind the principal's desk 
at Grayling High School (GHS) will 
be officially unoccupied at the end of 
June, 

Principal Joel Raddatz has an- 
nounced his resignation in order to 
accept the superintendents position at 
Rudyard Area Schools. 

Crawford AuSable School District 
(CASD) has already posted the va- 
cancy with universities throughout the 
state with hopes to fill the position by 
the end of July. 

Raddatz will begin working at 
Rudyard on July 15, but plans to help 
make the tracsition smooth for his 
successor. 

“It’s sort of a bittersweet thing,” 
said Raddatz. “lI had the best high 
school principal job in the state. It’s 
really hard to leave,” 

After being a high school adminis- 


trator for nearly 10 years in three dif- 
ferent schools, Raddatz was looking 
for an Opportunity to be a superinten- 
dent. He applied for the Rudyard po- 
sition in May of this year. Members of 
the Rudyard Schoo) Board visited the 
Grayling High School before finaliz- 
ing their decision. 

CASD Superintendent Kent Rey- 
nolds expressed regret at Raddatz’s 
departure 


“It's an opportunity that he couldn't 
turn down,” said Reynolds. “They 
(Rudyard) need somebody with a lot 
of enetgy. Their distri. has not seen 
a lot of changes. He's the right guy at 
the right time for them. 

In the three short years Raddatz has 
been at GHS, he has made some dras- 
tic improvements in improving the 
school's technology including upgrad- 
ing the business lab, and securing inte- 
grated-learning software and hardware 
for 30 work stations at no extra Cost to 


the district. 

“Joel's done a good job bringing 
technology to GHS and improving the 
curriculum,” said Reynolds. 

Before joining the GHS staff, Rad- 
tor at Boyne Falls Public Schools, and 
assistant principal and assistant ath- 
letic director in Petoskey. 

Friday, July 12, is the deadline for 
candidates to apply for principal at 
GHS.

River House Shelter will receive $92, 
912 w help provide service to battered 
women and their families. 

The award represents almost 40 
percent of River House Shelter's total 
annual budget. The rest of the budget 
comes from federal grants and dona- 
tions from local community members

The 
shelter provides many services to the 
victim and children including emer- 
gency shelter, individual and group 
counseling, clothing, food, outreach 
programs, counseling for the children, 
and court advocacy, 

River House Shelter also provides a 
court-ordered program for male abus- 
ers. The program, Alternatives 
Abuse, has only been available for 
about a year. The shelter usually has 
15 men a week participate in the pro- 


gram. 
In addition to these services, the 
shelter provides community educa: 


tion to help medical professionals, 
clergy and others know the signs of 
abuse and what todo to help victims of 
abuse. 

River House Shelter offers. a 24- 
hour crisis line, Anyone can call the 
number, collect, al any time to receive 
counseling. The number is (517) 348- 
8972. 

Since opening its doors in March of 
1987, River House Shelter has pro- 
vided services to almost 3,000 women 
and children in the area,

Exchange student Heather Curtis, a 
Grayling High school junior was 
among 23 students visiting the 
European Union and Concentration 
Camp Natzwiller-Struthof, May 29- 
June 1, 

The social studies students were 
accompanied by Mr. Bierman and Mr. 
van Gerwen from the “Foundation of 
Collaborative Resistance, 1940-1945," 
Both were active Dutch resistors during 
WW. 

The whole day was narrated by 
Bierman and van Gerwen, with 
emotional stories of death and life in 
the concentration camp. The trip 
marked the 40th visit since the war for 
Bierman. 

“Not the environment, the cabins, 
the stone quarry, but the stories from 
Bierman. Those made the biggest 
impression,” said Noortje van de 
Bogert, Havo 4 student 

The visit tothe former concentration 
camp drastically changed the student’s 
carefree attitude of the day before, as 
they visited the European Parliament. 

Bierman, who worked as a 
electrician in Natzwiller during the 
war, told the students about his 
experiences, and van Gerwen told 
stories of his experiences during 
WWII, when he was a weapons 
instructor for the Dutch resistance and 
worked with the intelligence agency, 
plus had many other jobs. 

A few students, along with Bicrman 
and van Gerwen, visited Anncue Haus, 
who helped prisoners who were in the 
camp during the war. Students then 
visited the train station where prisoners 
were brought to be wansferred to or 
from the camp. 

Outside of the camp, the visit began 
with the placement of roses by the 
Muslim gypsy sculpture. The sculpmure 
Stands outside because it depicts a 
gypsy and not a Frenchman. Students

Once in the camp, after passing the 
same gates prisoners passed through 
some 50 yearsearlier, students walked 
down the same paths as inmates.

Apparently trying to prevent 
violence and injury, Ann Arbor 
officials provided a second floor 
rooftop promenade at City Hall for the 
Kan rally, installed restraining fences 
and barricades, called in 200city, state 
and county police officers, hoped for 
the best, and got the worst. 

A crowd of about 1,000 anu-Klan 
protesters showed up for the Saturday 
rally. They responded to the Klan 
venom. 

When it was over, 11 anti-Klan 
demonstrators had been arrested,

IN RETROSPECT, the Ann Arbor 
rally was quite a victory for the Klan.

That only 15 people can receive 
such attention and cause such hardship 
and disgust for hundreds of others is 
equally sorrowing. 

But it must be. 

It would be even more lamentable 
and even more sorrowing if our society, 
backed by organized government, 
should deny a minority the right to 
expound its views—no matter how 
strongly the majority may disagree 
with these views.

3. Think Tor yourself. ~*~ 

Even if you know the facts, you still 
have to decide what they mean. 
Because you'll be bombarded by 
different interpretations, it's vital that 
you think it through yourself. Don’t 
believe the first “expert” you hear. Be 
prepared to do your homework and 
reach your own conclusions. 
Remember that our country was started 
by men and women who thought 
independently, 

4. Think likea minority—because 
you are one. 

Whatever your skin color or 
ancestral country, jet go of the idea 
that you are the norm. Today, no 
ethnicity is the mainstream, no group 
is the standard measure for American- 


ness, and no one person is average.“

A dramatic pair of photos appearing 
in The Detroit News shows the balding 
and tattooed victim on the ground, 
being attacked with clubs by at least 
two white men, and, in the second 
photo, a young black woman at his 
side. 

Keshia Thomas, 18, of Ann Arbor, 
who had come out to protest the Klan 
rally, was the rescuer, 

“IT covered myself on top of him and 
pushed everyone off,” Ms. Thomas is 
quoted in The Detroit News story. 

“Just because you beat someone 
doesn’t mean you're going to change 
his mind.” 

In addition to performing a selfless 
act which could have caused her 
personal harm, Ms. Thomas also may 
have pointed out how to solve many of 
the problems created by the Klan and 
other hate mongers. 

The solution lies not in clubs but in 
conscience, not in violence but in the 
mind. 

Keshia Thomas deserves a great deal 
of credit, not only for her actions, but 
also for her insight,

Kirtland to receive $2.7 million in state funding 


Governor John Engler signed the 
budgets for higher education and fi- 
nancial aid that gives Michigan’s 28 
community colleges an additional 
$13.4 million in Operating funds, an 
increase of 5.4 percent over the cur- 
rent year, 

Kirtland Community College 
(KCC) will receive $2.7 million, an 
increase of 2.8 percent increase over 
last year, 

Engler specifically cc.nmended 
KCC and its presidcat, Dorothy N. 
Franke, for their outstanding programs 
while working to provide an afford- 
able, high quality education. 

“Tlook forward to continued Ieader- 
ship by President Franke as Kirtland 
Community College continues its 
outstanding wack record of serving 
Michigan citizens,” he said. 

The funding for community college 
Operations includes a 2.? percent base 
increase for each college to enable 
them to restrain tuition increases, 
thereby helping ensure that all Michi- 
gan residents have access to higher 
education. 


According to Kirtland’s preliminary 
operauonal budget for the 1996-97 
school year, the $2.7 million appro- 
priation is the second biggest source 
of income for the college’s opera- 
onal budget. 


The biggest source of income for 
Kirtland’s operational budget is prop- 
erty taxes. The third largest source is 
sludent ition. The rest of thecollege’s 
operational budget comes from vari- 
ous other sources, including grants. 

Since fiscal year 1990, state fund- 
ing for Kirdand has increased 28.5 
percent. During the same period, in- 
flation increased 23.4 percent. 

Additional increases were given Lo 
community colleges using the Gast- 
Mathicu funding formula, endorsed 
by the community college presidents, 
to censure that changes in enroliment 
and other key factors were used to 
allocate funds to each college. The 
combined effect of the base increase 
and the formula allocauon resulted in 
state funding increases to Community 
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colleges ranging from 2.7 percent to 
11.8 percent over the current year, 
“This budget reaffirms my commit- 
ment to Michigan’s comprehensive 
system of community colleges,” said 
Engler. “Community colleges serve 
Many purposes, including training 
Michigan's workforce so that they are 
better able to compete in an intemna- 
uonal marketplace and also educating 
and preparing students fro successful 
transfer to four-year colleges and uni-

Answer: Any new information 
regarding work or income and 
resources received as part of the appeal 
process will be considered as in any 
other post entitlement situation, Thus 
SSI payments may be adjusted or 
Social Security benefits may be 
suspended for substantial gainful 
activity during an extended period of 
eligibility just as they would for any 
other beneficiary on the rolls. 

Question: Can benefits continue 
past December 1996, when the 
beneficiary is participating in a 
PASS or approved vocational 
rehabilitation program (i.e., section 
301 payments)? 

Answer: No. The new law does not 


permit a beneficiary whose disability 
is based on drug addiction or 
alcoholism to receive Social Security 
or SSI benefits after December 1996, 
even if be or she is participating in an 
approved vocational rehabilitation 


Question: What should 
beneficiaries do after they receive 
their notice? 

Answer: They should call or visit 
their local Social Security office right 
away and file a request to appeal. The 
Social Security office must have their 
appeal request in writing before the 
60-day period to appeal expires. The 
60-day period begins when they 
receive the termination notice. 

Additionally, SSI beneficiaries must 
file their appeal within 10 days after 
receiving the termination notice to 
continue to receive SSI after Jan. 1, 
1997, if Social Security does not make 
a decision by Jan. 1.

The hospital provided Brock 
and his family wath a one-inch thick 
book full of informauon to read be fore 
his transplant 

He will also have w sigh a six-page 
‘informed consent’ document before 
undergoing ueatment that in part says 
“the majarity of pauents, perhaps cight 
of every 10, do not benefit from this 
procedure. A minonty of pauents will 
have a response called ‘complete,’ 
meaning your physician can not detect 
residual tumor. Some of these ‘com- 
pkte’ responses are relauvely durable, 
and a handful of people have quite 
prolonged responses of several years.” 

During the procedure, Brock will 

receive about 10 umes the amount of 
chemotherapy normally administered. 
Nancy explained the side effects trom 
the drugs will make Brock deathly ull 
for a period of time, The long list of 
side effects include dizziness, vomit 
ing, headaches, bleeding from the 
bladder wall, bleeding into the heart 
muscle, nerve damage, liver damage, 
kidney damage, hearing loss, blurred 
vision, complete lung failure, and 
more. 
‘lhe cost of a peripheral biood stem 
cell transplant, such as Brock will un- 
dergo, is typically between $70,000 
and $250,000, with the average un- 
complicated transplant costing 
$100,000. 

Three weeks after his last chemo- 
therapy weatment on July 10, Brock 
will go to the University of Michigan 
Medical Center in Ann Arbor, They 
will doa bone marrow biopsy to see if 
he is eligible to use his own bone 
marrow. The results will be ready in 
just five minutes. 

Brock will then receive a serics of 
“growth factor” injections to prepare 
for stem cell collections. The injec- 
tions will continue throughout the 
collection process.

on friends to help out the kids during 
their extended absence. 

Brock will be hospitalized for at 
least a month, Barring no complica- 
uons, he will be released from the 
hospital, but he still won't be able to 
retum home. The procedure he will 
undergo, will leave him without an 
immune system, He has to remain 
within 10 minutes of the Ann Arbor 
hospital until his blood count is up, 
which could take three to six wecks. 


Breast cancer is a group of related diseases in 


which cells within the breast become abnormal and divide withoul contol or 
order, invading and damaging other ussues and organs. When cancer cells 


breaak away from the original tumor and enter the bloodsueam or lymphauc 
system, breast cancer may spread and form secondary wmors in other parts 


of the body, inclueding vital organs. 


This collecuon process could take 
anywhere from three to 10 days. The 
collected cells will be frozen and 
stored. 

Brock will then be sent home for a 
week before relumung to start the high 
dosage chemotherapy. The treatment 
will be given continuously for four 
consecuuve days. After Utatment, 
Brock will be given a utree-day rest 
before receiving his stem cells back. 

Despite being bombarded with in- 
formation, Nancy said, the informa- 
Gon Never menuons how to deal with 
the emouionul wauma that the enure 
family endures. 

“It's very mentally exhausting for 
everyone,” said Nancy. 

In addition to the stress, the family 
will be separated when Brock is hospi- 
talized. Nancy will stay with him in 
Ann Arbor, 

Theis three children will remain in 
Grayling, with 18-year-old Mistey, 
acting ashead-of-the-household. Their 
daughter Daniclie, 14, and son Brock, 
11, will start school at the end of 
August, Mistey planson taking classes 
at Kirdand Community College this 
fall, She hasa6-month-old son, Tyler.

Wellington Farm Park is a working 
replica of a typical mid-American 
farmstcad during the 1930's as the 
nation found itself in the grips of the 
Great Depression. 

Wellington was a farming commu- 
nity located in the southwest comer of 
Crawford County. Officially, it ex- 
ised from 1881 untul 1918, when the 
post office was in operation. 

It is likely that the community was 
named after one of the carly sexders, 
Wellington Baucrson. He home- 
seaded in the arca in 1878. in 1079, 
when Crawford County was organ- 
ized, Batterson assumed the duties of 
jadge. He was later elected judge of 
probate. 

State Representative Allen Lowe, 
R-Grayling, and Wellington Bauer- 
son OI, a descendent of the original 
Wellington Batterson, were speakers 
at the grand opening ceremonies.

Laws will 
boost 
agritourism 


Michigan agricultural tourism 
receives a boost under two new laws 
that loosen the restrictions on meals 
served at bed and breakfast 
establishments, and a northem 
Michigan lawmaker who sponsored 
the package. 

State Representative Allen Lowe, 
R-Grayling, said some of the biggest 
problems facing rural tourism are 
food service health codes and 
liability concerns. Public Acts 291 
and 292 of 1996, signed this week 
by Governor John Engler, allow bed 
and breakfasts with 10 of fewer 
rooms to serve breakfast, lunch and 
dinner, Before the Lowe measures, 
they were restricted to justa momning 
meal. 
-| “This is one of those outdated 

regulations thal hampers growth and 
serves litue purpose,” said Lowe, a 
member of the House Tourism and 
Recreation Commitiee. “By 
climinating such micromanagement, 
small enveprencurs can attract more 
customers.” 

Lowe is enthusiastic about 
agritounsm, a growing industry that 
includes visits lo pick-your-own 
.| farms, roadside stands, wineries, 
farm bed and breakfasts, festivals 
and fairs. 

“The typical agricultural wourist 
wants a farm expenence and is ¢ager 
ww buy fresh-food products. Farmers 
are sclling services and an 
atmosphere for urban residents 
sexking an outdoor respite from 
workday stress,” Lowe said. “We 
must allow them to capitalize on the 
unique ideas, Cullural attrac dons and 
homemade goods from their 
communiues.” 

Extension specialists estimate 
| there are 1,000 direct farm marketing 
| operauons in Michigan. 

“Farm-stay vacauons are part of a 
thriving industry in other states. This 
Is one aspect of tourism that has 
uemendous potenual in Michigan's 
rural areas,” Lowe concluded.

The bill provides funding for the

Following passage, Camp remarked, 
“this bill sets the right priorities by 
culling $25 million dollars from 
administrative overhead for 
Washington and regional offices. This 
is consistent with our efforts to reduce 
the size and scope of government in 
Washington, D.C,” 

“While overall funding in this 
legislation is $500 million dollars 
below last year, operating funds for 
the Nationa) Park System acutally 
increase by $55 million,” Camp 
concluded. 

This bill is the fifth of 13 FY ‘97 
appropriauons bills to pass the U.S.

Lawn mania cropping up across the country 


The whole country seems to be 
afflicted. Everywhere you look, 
cropped green Carpets sprawl across 
rural as well as urban and suburban 
landscapes. It’s lawn mania; more 
pronounced in America than anywhere 
else in the world with its roots in the 
early English landscape garden 
MOVEMENLS. 

Robert Grese, an associate professor 
in the University of Michigan's School 
of Natural Resources and Environment 
(SNRE), said it has to stop. Those 
early versions grew casily in the 
English climate without supplemental 
watering or chemical application. And 
they were generally used a pasture, 
eliminating the need for mowing, a 
mania in its own right according to 
Grese. 

“It’s relauvely cheap to mow, but 
very expensive lo the environment,” 
Grese said. “Emissions from lawn 
equipment such as weed whips, lawn 
mowers and leaf blowers contribute 
about 5 percent of the total air 
pollution.” 

Add that costenvironmental damage 
to the chemicals spread, sprayed or 
injected to keep the yrass green and 
the “weeds” dead, and the price of 
what we have come to view as an 
aesthete asset costs more than the 
dollars invested in the equipment and 
chemicals themselves. The chemicals 
ae actually polluung streams, avers 
and wetlands with too many nutrients 
helping promote an invasion of non. 
hative plants and changes inthe water's 
chemical structure. The native plants 
are being crowded Out Native aquaue 
Species No donger have agreeable 
habitat

without regulavion,”

pesucides and herbicides © 

Grese proposes having just enough 
lawn wo meet our meds. Thats not 
parucularly the aesthetic need we have 
become accustomed to, but what we 
actually use for games of other 
acuvines. The remaindecotayardean 
then be planted in horucullure ground 
covers such as periwinkle, 
pachysandra, cvonymus, oF twy. But 
even al bat, Grese said, these are not 
compatible with nave wild flower 
and shold not be allowed to escape 

Such plantings do mot require 
supplemental waterngsonce they have 
become established, nor do they need 
regulas us of berbicides and peste ides 
of mowing Herbs could be usd as 
ground covers, too. Thyme and 
creeping herbs will do the wiek. And 
then there's the added benetits that 
come with a hellside wild 
Struawbemics of creeping dew beres, 
Grese's own preference is for using 
the plants nalve lo an area.

wildlife. No longer would we need to 
Store and hoist heavy bags of birdseed. 
It would be growing in the backyard. 

Grese recommends finding a local 
arboretum or botanical garden that 
can help identify an area’s native 
plants. Some states have native plant 
societies that often conduct educational 
Sessions or guided walks through local 
nature preserves. Conferences 
sponsored by arboreta or botanical 
gardens usually draw a mixture of 
homeowners, representatives from 
government agencies, landscapers and 
horticuluarists, he said. 

There are many books proliferating 
on the use of native plants in gardens. 
The lists found in these should be 
checked against local floras or other 
Ruidebooks. 

“One of the stumbling blocks has 
often been local weed ordinances, 
which are successfully being 
challenged around the country,” Grese 
said. “In fact, some property owners 
are registenng thei backyards as 
wildlife habitat with the National 
Wildlife Federauon.” 

Usually such weed ordinances 
require that property within a detined 
municipal district be mowed to 
resemble what we have come to know 
as a lawn, Bul the natural garden that 
Grese promotes resembles the prairies 
or natural growth of a parucular 
geographical area of the country, be it 
a OULS OF Sagar, 

Even the federal government is 
Making a move towards natural 
gardening, charging the 
Environmental Protecuon Agency 
th PA) with developing beaelicial 
landscapes. The White House has 
mandates Chat federal agencies: use 
nau ve plants in landscapes surrounding 
thear buildings ordocuments why they 
are not following these direc tives. 

Though Grese cautions thal the 
current vogue for wildflowers has not 
changed the atutudes of most gardeners 
and designers who, he suid, offen use 
Mauve species simply as a substitute 
for horucultural wariites, Instead, he 
said, we Must Work with natural plant 
systems and cycles, looking not only 
at the plants, but also at the patterns 
and processes that cam serve as (he 
basis for landscape designs. One of 
those pattems is what Grese refers to 
as “sun openings.”
